All these can be used as British 
bases after some clearing up his 
been done, It was said. 


Generals Captured. 


In occupying Tobruk, the Brit- 


ish said, their forces captured the 
headquarters of the 22nd Italian 
army corps and the commanding 
general and also the general com- 
manding the fixed defenses of the 
town.

This brought to 14 the total num- 


bero of Italian generals so far 
reported captured In the North Af- 
rican offensive. 


When the British got Into To- 
bruk, it was said, they found three 
ships burning In tho harbor, one 
of thorn a large liner. Booty seized 
was said to have Included tanks, 
motor vehicles and large quanti- 
ties of ammunition. 


No figures

British casualties, hut they were 
understood to have been light. 


Military circles said a few poc- 
kets might still he holding out at 
Tobruk, but that in general the 
whole defending army could be 
said to havs been taken.

LIFTING OF "MORAL EMBARGO" 


AGAINST RUSSIA MAY ALSO BE 
BARRIER BETWEEN SOVIET-AXIS

The lifting of our "moral em- 
bargo" against Russia, with the 
Idea of Improving relations 
be- 


tween Washington and Moscow, 
has set tongues wagging as to 
whether It also Is calculated to 
erect a barrier between the Soviet 
and the triple alliance—Germany, 


' Italy and Japan. 
This speculation Is natural for 
two reasons. One Is that there are 
few ways In which 
the 
United 
States could render Britain greater 
aW In the war against the 
three 
musketeers than to swing the Sov- 
iet Into the Anglo-Allied camp. The 
other Is the rift within the Japa1 
nese-American lute, and the efforts 
of Tokyo to bolster Its position by 
making fr.iends with Russia. 
It is an interesting circumstance 
chut trie day oefore VTasmngtcrn i 


Moscow, the British government 
informed parliament that 
efforts 
to improve relations with the Sov- 
iet had been at a standstill sine* 
October 22. 


One reason for the hitch, Is that 
there is a very considerable hos- 
tility to Russia among conserva- 
tive Britons because of fear of 
communism. They refuse to ac- 
cept the Soviet claim that com- 
munism Is the highest form of 
democracy, but view it as a sub- 
versive influence.

AMERICAN BABIES. 


When the figures are all 


in, say statisticians, it will 
be found that more babies 
were born in the 
United 


States in 1940 than in any 
year since 1931. There has 
been a steady decline in the 
number of births for more 
than twenty-five years, and 
the present rise is not ex- 
pected to reverse the trend. 


The foreshadowed equili- 


brium in population will still 
be reached in another dec- 
ade or two, the experts in- 
sist. They attribute the rise 
in 1940 to the presence of 
an extraordinary number of 
women of child-bearing age 
in the population. 


Americans are not inter- 


ested in any drive for a 
higher birth rate such as 
the rulers of Germany and 
Italy have instituted.

children. The health, edu-

SEE GOVERNOR TAKE 


SECOND TERN OATH 


COLORFUL SETTING F O R 
OUT-DOOR CEREMONY IN 
FRONT OF STATE CAPITOL 


AUSTIN, Jan. 21.—OT— 


Before thousands massed in 
front of the capitol, Gover- 
nor W. Lee O'Daniel today 
was inaugurated for a sec- 
ond term. 


With his hand on an an- 


cient Bible, O'Daniel repeat- 
ed the official oath after James 
P. Alexander, chief justice of the 
state supreme court, 
A 19-gun salute by a battery of 
national guardsmen homed 
and 


nine planes of the same military 
organization roared overhead. 
The Texas Aggie 100-plece band 
played the governor's own famous 
composition, 
"Beautiful 
Texas," 


while a huge party of state offi- 
cials stood on the bunting-draped 
platform. 


A short time previously 
Coke 


Stevenson of Junction was also 
Inaugurated for a second term as 
lieutenant governor. 
The governor spoke the words 


of the oath in firm tone, with head 
erect and eyes straight ahead, look- 
ing out over a broad vista of green 
capitol grounds, studded with his- 
torical statues. 


The crowd numbered 
possibly 
10,000, compared with the 80,000 
which witnessed his first inaugu- 
ration in the football stadium of 
the University of Texas two years 
ago. 


The crowd could not compare in 
size with many which gathered to 
hear the governor during his cam- 
paign tours, and it seemed "very 
quiet and undemonstrative. 


Shouts of "louder" from time to 


time indicated the spectators might 
have had difficulty hearing. 


Weather Wan Cool 
The weather was cool and many 
in the official party wore over- 
coats. 
A stiff breeze blew and 


although heavy gray clouds splash- 
ed the sky, the sun speared through 
them frequently.

judicial, and denounced what he 
said was a trend In recent 
years 


toward taking from the executive 
or legislative departments certain 
authority and giving It to bureaus. 
He asserted it was a dangerous 
procesj of government. 


The whole system of government 


in Texas, O'Daniel declared Is in 
a critical condition. 


O'Daniel said he had made rec- 


ommendations to the legislature, 
which, if approved, would go far 
toward removing powers of gov- 
ernment from self-seeking, Influ- 
ential cliques," und handing them 
back to the people. 


"So far as I'm personally con- 


cerned," he said, "I will have the 
majority of appointments on all 
hoards before the end of this term. 
Therefore, this change would bone- 
fit my successor, rather than me."

strengthening of the economic and 
defense capacity of the country." 
Russia may be said to hold the 
balance of power In the European 
dispute. • That's why, both 
sides 
arc trying to grain her support. 


Wo don't know the extent of 
present day Russia's strength. In- 
deed, it's a safe bet that Stalin 
himself doesn't know it, because 
It never has been put to a real 
test. It is stronger industrially and 
probably militarily than was Czar- 
ist Russa in the last war. 


Apart from their political dif- 


ferences, Russia and Britain are 
natural allies. Both have vast in- 
terests In Europe and Asia. Their 
strategic posts of empire run side 
by side from Europe right through 
to the far east. 
As allies they would be a pow- 


erful combination. 
As 
enemies 
they would find more hostile points 
of contact than two quarrelsome 
porcupines. 


From London's viewpoint Russia 
could threaten Britain's domina- 
tion of the eastern Mediterranean 
through virtual control of the Dar- 
danelles. 
The Soviet sits 
over 
Iran (Persia), Iraq with its vast oil 
supplies, and the Persian gulf. Rus- 
sia has In the past threatened In- 
dia, and has a bltj thumb In the 
Chinese pie, to which John Bull 
likes to play Jack Horner. 


But there are British Interests of 
more immediate Importance than 
those. From the military stand- 
point we get these points: 
Russia as an ally would tend to 
remove the Japanese pressure and 
menace In the Far East. 
In the European 
theater 
the 


question may arise as to- whether 
Britain can hope to win a decisive 
victory over the Nazis unless Ger- 
many is blockaded on her eastern 
frontier. Russia aid might bc vital 
in this operation.

Camp Proportions. 


It is almost impossible to real- 


ize the size of this camp and peo- 
ple who have critized the slowness 
of the building of the camp evi- 
dently have 
never 
visited 
the 


camp—even without the handicap 
of the recent rains, the contractors 
have done an excellent job of con- 
structing a camp this size In so 
short a time. The 132nd regimental 
area alone is 2,090 feet long and 
1,030 feet wide with the 
officers 
quarters in the front area In the 
Regimental Headquarters section, 
enlisted men's quarters, bath hous- 
es and mess halls in the center 
portion, and the motor and gun 
park in the rcnr. Each battery has 
one large mess 
hall, one 
bath 


house, and twenty-eight tent stalls.

Ing, officers mess, small wall tent 
frames for officers, very large rec-

and large stage), canteen. In the 
rear area each battalion has a 
huge paved area to park trucks 
and guns and a vary large build- 
Ing for the servicing of trucks.

The mess halls are 
of

construction, with a commodious 
dining room which contains eight- 
een largo tables which seat eight 
men each; the kitchen is also very 
large, but of most Interest to the 
cooks is the most modern equip- 
ment that can he obtained. Each 
kitchen has two large porcelain 
refrigerators In which whole cases 
of eggs, beefs, cto can be stored; 
a very large gas range with two 
large ovens and huge cooking sur- 
face and a hole for deep frying. 
The stoves have automatic heat 
regulators and pilot lights. Three 
long porcelain sinks with plenty 
of hot water available a1- all times 
Rives ample space and 
facilities 


for the washing of utensils and

cated the salute for O'Danlel. 
In his address to the congress,

saylnt; that "during his former 
administration congress had man- 
acled him and prevented him from

that he "appealed to congress for

O'Daniel's recommendations to
